Japanese War Office Provides for
the Accomodation of Cor-
respondents.

EVERY COMFORT AFFORDED

Writers Rely on Contractor But
in Case of Emergency Gov-
ernment Will Farnish
Rations or Help.

New York, March 12 —Questions of
arrangements {Or the large number of
forelgn correspondents here who are
desirous of accompanying the Japanese
fleld forces have been hothering the
wor office a great deal, says a Herald
dispatch from Tokio. 'The Japanese
wish to afford the correspondents every
reasonable facility pcssible to make
them comfortable while campaigning,
but recognize the difficulty, owing to
the differencea of conditions of living
to which foreigners are acoustomed.
The best the army could offer was
thelr regular Japanese ration, with
transportation of 70 pounds of baggage.
After a prolonged discussion it was
arranged for the correspondents to ap-
point a «ontractor to run a field can-
teen and andertake transportation. The
war office has approved this scheme
and expects all the correspondents to
rely on the contractor, but will supply
rations In an emergency. The con-
tractor also supplles the forelgn mill-
tary attaches. He Is bonded to fulfin
his agreament. The war office has fin-
ally determined 1o send only 15 with
the Arst column, elght British, five
Amerlean, one Frenchman and one
Uerman, this belng n representation
proportionate to the respectlve numbers
